WASHINGTON, May 12.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt this afternoon 
signed the inflation-farm bill de- 


signed to raise agricultural prices. 
The measure gives him extraordin- 
ary currency inflation powers and 
provides $2,000,000,000 for refinan- 
cing of farm mortgages. 

hin taking over this management 
af currency, he had made it clear 
he was ready to use it “when, as, 
and if it may be necessary.” 

The legislation gives him power 
to increase paper money, reduce the 
gold content of the dollar and to fix 
a ratio between gold and silver. 

The farm provision gives the 
administration wide latitudé to con- 
trol production either by acreage al- 
lotments or by the leasing of lands 
9 withdraw them from production. 
The refinancing of agricultural 
mortgages allows for a lower inter- 
est rate with a three-year morato- 
rium on interest payments. 

Those at the Signing. 

A group of government, congres- 
sional and farm leaders surrounded 
the President’s desk as he affixed 
his signature.

SLAYER RETURNS TO SCENE 
OF MURDER, KILLS TWO MORE 


Examination Shows Same Pistol 
Used in New York Deaths as 
Two Years Ago. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—Police 
sought today a killer who got away 
with murder once and then after 
a two-year lapse returned to the 
same place, with the same pistol, 
and killed two more men. 

Edward A. Ridley, aged and 
wealthy eccentric, who conducted 
his real estate business from a ga- 
rage sub-cellar in the section of the 
Lower East Side, known as Brass- 
town, was found beaten to death in 
his office Wednesday. Nearby lay 
the body of his secretary, Lee 
Weinstein, who had been shot to 
death. 

Miscroscopic examination of the 
bullets which killed Weinstein dis- 
closed that they were fired from 
the same pistol which brought sud- 
den death two years ago in the 
same place to Herman Moench, 
Weinstein’s predecessor as Ridley’s 
secretary. Moench’s slayer was nev- 
er caught. 


ROOSEVELT ADMINISTRATION 
DOING BEST, WICKERSHAM SAYS 


He Finds It Hard, However, to Re- 
concile Ideas of Constitutional 
Government.

NEW YORK, May 12.—George 
W. Wickersham, Attorney-General 
in the Taft Cabinet and ¢hairman 
of President Hoover’s Law Enforce- 
ment Commission, told the Young 
Republican Club at a luncheon 
yesterday that the present admin- 
istration is “doing its very best.” 

“Tt has made a splash that has 
shaken us out of our lethargy,” he 
said, “and now we are all feeling 
more hopeful of the future, This 
is no.time for Republi to 
criticise. the administration, al- 
though it is hard for me to recon- 
cile many of my ideas of constitu- 
tional government with what is go- 
ing on in Washington. -

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BECK SAYS ROOSEVELT 
FOUTS CONSTITUTION 


Declares President’s Acts Com- 
pletely Destroy Prescribed 
Division of Power. 


By the Assotviated Press. 

BOSTON, May 12.—Congressman 
James M. Beck (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, a former United States Soli- 
citor-General, and an eminent 
constitutional lawyer, assailed Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s doctrines last 
night as “a complete destruction of 
the division of power as prescribed 
by the Constitution.” 

Speaking at the Massachusetts 
Bankers’ Association dinner, Beck 
referred to the President’s latest 
radio speech to the people in which 
he said the President asserted that 
Congress, in delegating its powers, 
had made “no actual surrender of 
power.” 


“This means,” Beck said, “that 
when the Constitution imposes a di- 
rect duty upon Congress, such as 
the regulation of the value of cur- 
rency or the imposition of taxes, 
Congress exercises that power when 
it turns over to the President or 
some executive official the absolute 
power to exercise it. In other 
words, the abdication of a power is 
the exercise of the power. 

“Such a doctrine is the complete 
destruction of the division of power 
as prescribed by the Constitution. 

“It is the present German idea of 
constitutional law, for the German 
Parliament, in one sweeping dele- 
gation of power to the Chancellor, 
gave him complete power to make 
any laws, although the legislative 
power under their Constitution was 
invested in the Reichstag.” 

Beck asserted that both the 
farm bill and the provisions of the 
Black 30-hour week bill violate the 
Constitution. * 

Of the farm bill he said: 

“A reprehensible feature of the 
farm bill is the fact that the stu- 
pendous cost required for its oper- 
ation is to be met in the first in- 
stance by one class to benefit an- 
other. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture is given the power to impose 
taxes at will upon the processors of 
agricultural commodities in order 
to divert the proceeds of such taxa- 
tion to the farmer.”

A grand jury inquiry into the 
supervisors’ meeting and _ election 
had been held in abeyance by As- 


sistant Attorney-General Neiger 
pending questioning of prospective 
witnesses, who were asked particu- 
larly what had become of the bal- 
lots used in the elections at the or- 
ganization meeting. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned 
last night however from Robert W. 
‘Tiernan, County Auditor, that the 
ballots had been left in his office 
Saturday noon. Tiernan gave this 
information to Neiger and readily 
consented to go at.once before the 
grand jury which heard him begin- 
ning at 10 o'clock. He completed 
his testimony at 11 o'clock. 

Taken to Ofice by Niess. 

Tiernan told the Post-Dispatch 
that the ballots were taken to his 
office Saturday noon by William F. 
Niess, a few minutes after the 
Board of Supervisors had ad- 
journed for luncheon following elec- 
tion of Niess as its chairman. 

Niess left his gavel on a table 
with the ballots, according to Tier- 
nan, and returned after hincheon 
to call for the gavel. Tiernan said 
the ballots were locked in the safe 
later when he received a telephone 
call from a man who told him to 
put them in a safe place. 

Tiernan continued that the bal- 
lots were taken from his office Mon- 
day afternoon by Niess, Dr. E. P. 
Stiehl of East St. Louis, who was 
re-elected County Physician at the 
organization meeting, and Supervi- 
sor Max Bowler of Canteen Town- 
ship. The ballots were returned to 
his office between 4 and 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and _ shortly 
thereafter Tiernan told the 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he had 
them. 

Board Members Questioned. 

In investigating the circumstances 
of Saturday's meeting at the order 
of Attorney-General Kerner, Neiger 
has questioned several members of 
the Board of Supervisors about the 
disappearance of the ballots, but 
was unable to determine what had 
become of them. Normally ballots 
taken at the meeting are turned 
over to the County Clerk. 

The Board of Supervisors is com- 
posed of 45 members, of whom 31 
are Democrats and -14, including 
Chairman Niess, are Republicans. 
The board's chief function is to 
supervise and approve expenditures 
of county funds.

AT BRITISH SHRINE 


American Places Lily at War 
Dead Memorial to Replace 
German Gift. 


By thé Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 12.—A man who 
identified himself as a former Cap- 
tain in the United States Army took 
a hand today in the criticism of Dr. 
Alfred Rosenberg, the special rep- 
reséntative in London of Chancellor 
Hitler of Germany. 

A lone lily was found at the base 
of the cenotaph, British memorial 
to war dead, and with it was a 
card, reading: 

“If the unknown soldier could 
speak to this ‘unknown American’ 
he might voice his preference for 
this single flower to the wreath of 
a murderous dictator which now 
desecrates this monument. 

“S. M. M., Ex-Captain, U. S. 
Army.” : 

At a Police Court yesterday Capt. 
James E. Sears, British World War 
veteran, admitted he had stolen and 
damaged the wreath placed at the 
cenotaph by Dr. Rosenberg. The 
Rosenberg wreath bore the Swas- 
tika emblem of Chancellor Hitler's 
Nazis. 

A crowd collected at the ceno- 
taph this morning, police soon ap- 
peared, removed the card and left 
the lily. 

The West End Hotel where Dr. 
Rosenberg is staying was the scene 
of an anti-Hitler demonstration 
later today. A man and a woman in 
the restaurant made protesting 
speeches and distributed leaflets 
They were ejected. 

At Mme. Tussaud’s wax works 
three men smeared a figure of 
Chancellor Hitler with red paint 
and put a card reading ‘Hitler the 
Murderer” around the neck. They 
were detained.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The ad- 
ministration bill for $3,300,000,000 
public works and virtual Federal 
control of industry, designed to 
open up employment, was present- 
ed in tentative form to President 
Roosevelt today, for Cabinet - con- 
sideration. Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, carried the bill to the 
White House. It is eXpected to go 
to Congress next week. 

The proposed legislation, provid- 
ing for a bond issue for the public 
construction, and for “relaxing” the 
application of anti-trust laws (acts 
designed to prohibit monopoly and 
prevent price-fixing) to permit in- 
dustry to enter agreements for sta-

WANT A VOICE IN 
REGIONAL GROUPS 


Say Proposed New Set-Up 
Would Deprive Them of 
Representation but Be 
Binding on Them. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Repre- 
sentation on the three regional rail- 
road committees proposed in the ad- 
ministration’s railroad reorganiza- 
tion bill, was sought today by the 
nation’s short rail lines. 

Asserting continuance of these 
roads was vital to hunrdeds‘of com- 
munifies, E. J. Jones, counsel for 
the American Short Line Associa- 
tion, told the Senate Interstate 
Commerce Committee the bill as 
written had the “same theory be- 
hind it that was so objectionable to 
our friends in Boston resulting in 
their tea party.” 

“The short lines,” he said, “would 
find themselves bound by rules, 
regulations and orders, but have no 
voice in formulating them.” 

Short lines, Jones said, have 257,- 
758 miles of track, were the pio- 
neers in development of the coun- 
try and now are suffering more 
than trunk lines “from the subsi- 
dies of the Government in its pub- 
lic highways and inland water- 
ways.” 

Without representation on the 
committee, Jones said, the short 
lines would be at the “mercy” of 
the trunk roads, which would dic- 
tate the election of members. 

Electric and, Interurbans. 

Cc. D. Cass, representing the 
American Transit Association, 
which comprises electric and inter- 
urban railways, urged an amend- 
ment to authorize the Federal co- 
ordinator to appoint a représenta- 
tive of these roads on the commit- 
tees when matters concerning them 
were considered. 

Cags said the electric railway in- 
dustry was experimenting with a 
new “noiseless, high-speed, low- 

cost” vehicle which was expected to 
be placed on the rails in two or 
three years to take over much of 
the present travel by automobile.

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UF LINDBERGH CASE 


He Now Testifies’ Two Gang- 


sters, Since Slain, Kidnaped 
Baby. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—Gaston 
5B. Means, whose reputation as an 
unscrupulous romancer is unex- 
celled, testified in District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court today that 
the Lindbergh baby was, stolen by 
New Jersey liquor runners. 

Continuing the story that he be- 
gan yesterday in testifying in his 
own behalf, Means said Max Has- 
sel and Max Greenberg were re 
sponsible for the kidnapping. He 
added that he did not know. the 
two men, but said they had sold 
beer to servants at the Lindbergh 
house. (Two men by these names 
were recently killed in New Jersey. 
Greenberg was a former St. Louis 
gangstér.) 

Tells of Lindbergh’s Joke. 

He said Irving Fenton, named 
previously by him as ‘one of those 
responsible for the kidnaping, had 
told him that Col. Lindbergh as a 
practical joke on occasions had 
placed his baby in a closet and told 
the servants that the baby had been 
stolen. This joke, said Means, gave 
the kidnapers the idea of how to 
take the baby. One.of the members 
of their ring went to the Lind- 
bergh house with beer, picked the 
baby from its crib and went away, 
he added. 

The former Justice Department 
agent was telling the story of his 
own negotiations between Mrs. 
Evalyn Walsh McLean, estranged 
wife of the former publisher of 
the Washington Post, and the group 
he described as the kidnapers. His 
activities resulted in. the present 
charges that he and Norman. T. 
Whitaker conspired to defraud. 
Mrs. McLean of $35,000.. He is al- 
ready under. sentence of 15 years 
for defrauding her of $100,000 in e 
purported attempt to return the 
Lindbergh baby. 

Means said he arranged with his 
brother at Concord, N. C., to whom 
he had turned over the money 
given him by Mrs. McLean, for a 
telephone code signal wheeh would 
be the cue for his brother to give 
the money to the kidnapers. 

He related that he returned to 
Washington on March 26 and found 
a written memorandum awaiting 
him. The memorandum, he said, 
gave him his first information that 
the Lindbergh baby was dead. 

“The memorandum,” said Means, 
“stated that in an effort to remove 
the baby from its hiding place in 
New Jersey, the child was dropped 
on its head and was killed.” 

Surrender of Ransom Money. 

Means told how he surrendered 
the ransom money for the Lind- 
bergh baby near a bridge at Alex- 
andria, Va., to three men. 

Means said that as he was re- 
turning from: Concord, with his 
brother in an automobile, a man 
with a red light stopped him and 
requested that he pull off the road. 
He said he did so and the one man 
was joined by two others. 

“One of these men gave me the 
number 27 and called the number 
11, that of Mrs. McLean,? Means 
related. “He said that Mrs. McLean 
had sent them for the money. I 
told them that my instructions 
were to déliver the money to Mrs. 
McLean in person. He replied that 
those orders had been changed. 

“I then reached back in the car,’ 
got the money and furned it over 
to them.” 

Means completed his story this 
afternoon and District Attorney 
Leo A. Rover refused to cross-ex- 
amine. him. 

Means, in closing, made the state- 
ment that the $100,000 ransom 
money was in a safety deposit box 
of the Elizabethport Banking Co. 
at Elizabethport, N. J. He said the 
money was in the name of Hassel. 

Means said that -Hassell and 
Greenberg had got both the $100,- 
000 and the -$49,000 of “Jafsie” 
money and concluded: his testi- 
mony with the statement that the 
money was now in a saféty deposit 
box in the Elizabethport Banking 
—* gs deposit boxes as Elizabeth,

When Rover*said he wished to 
make no cross-examination, Means’ 
counsel brought out a statement 
from Means that the body of an in- 
fant foiind in New Jersey and idén- 
tified by Ctarles A. Lindbergh just 
a year ago as that of his kidnaped 
son was a “plant,” according to in- 
formation he said had been’-given 
chim by one “Wellington Hender- 
son. 20

Section crews 
worked the greater part of the 
night repairing the damage, and the 
right-of-way was reopened this 
morning.

More than 400 carloads of rock will 
be required to fill the cavity.

Body Votes, 45 to 31, Not to 
Tax Publicly-Owned 
Plants.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—A com- 
bination of Democrats and Repub- 
lican independents won approval 
yesterday of amendment to the 
gasoline-el city tax bill in the 
Senate exempting publicly-owned 
power plants from the proposed 2 
per cent levly on producers of com- 
mercial and household electricity. 
The amendment, proposed by Sen- 
ator Johnson (Rep.), Cal., carried 
.by 45 to 31 after a complete substi- 
tute by Senator,Norrisof Nebraska, 
transferring the present 3 per cent 
electricity tax from the consumer to 
the producer, as provided by the 
House, was rejected 42 to 35. The 
defeated Norris\ proposal also pro- 
vided for exemption of municipal 
plants and electricity used in manu- 
facturing; and after the Nebraskan 
had re-offered his amendment with- 
out exempting the latter this also 
was defeated, 45 to 36. 

As revised by the Senate Finance 
Committee, the tax bill would pro- 
vide for a 2 per cent levy on pro- 
ducers of commercial and domestic 
electricity, a new 1 per cent tax on 
industrial users, continuation an- 
other year of the 1 cent gasoline 
tax, and reduction from 3 to 2 cents

If there are any real sensations 


among the new players now .per- 
forming with the teams in the ma- 
jor leagues, the statistics, at the 
present time at least, fail to re 
veal them. In the list of those who 
have played in a majority of the 
games played by their clubs, only 
three—Johnson, Higgins and Gysel- 
man—have batted to a -300 per- 
centage. 

Records show that two of the 
three athletes upon whom Connie 
Mack in relying to make the Phila- 
delphia fans forget Simmons, Haas 
and Dykes are doing fairly well. 
Playing in 18 games, Higgins has 
made 23 hits in 66 attempts, for an 
average of 348, while Johnson has 
swatted .302 in 16, with 19 hits in 
63 tries. Finney, who was expected 
to fill Simmons’ shoes, has an aver- 
age of .261 in 17 games, while Ci- 
hocki, the young man who has 
done the shortstopping in a dozen 
of the battles, has a mark of but 
205. . 

St. Louis Rookies Just Fair. 

Each of the two St. Louis teams 
is showing a pair of. newcomers 
fairly regularly. Joe Medwick of 
the Cardinals is hitting .286, as is 
Debs Garms of the Browns. Pat 
Crawford has a mark of .256, while 
Ted Gullic is hitting .160. 

Gyselman, one of the Braves’ 
“finds” from the Coast League, has 
played 14 games at third base for 
Bill McKechnie and has hit to a 
mark of .306, with 15 safeties in 49 
attempts. This young Boken, who 
did so much damage against the 
Browns in the Washington series 
here, has hit :393 in the seven 
games he has played; Pytlak, the 
Indians’ young catcher, has hit .364 
in seven games, while Swanson, in 
10 games with the White Sox, has; 
batted .303.

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Grief to Britons in lowa; Farm 
. Mortgages Ruin Their Successors|” 


English Got in at $3.50 an Acre but Loved ta 
Play; Sturdy Dutch and Germans — 
Under Deflated Values. 


By the Associated Press. 

LE MARS, Ia., May 12.—Where 
now more Dutch and German farm- 
ers are infected with unrest over 
farms mortgaged at war-time prices 
and insolvent under deflation, sons 
of English noblemen and graduates 
of Oxford and Cambridge settled on 
the rich virgin soil some 55 years 


0. 
—95 500 Britons came during a 
great deflation period, had money 
and bought good land for $3.50 an 
acre, but they could not make a 
success of the venture, partly be- 
cause of their predilection to sports, 
literature and society but mostly to 
lack of knowledge of agriculture. 

They brought with them old En- 
glish traditions of the gentleman 
farmer. Teas, fox hunting, cricket, 
rugby, and coaching made their de- 
but in the incongrous setting of 
Iowa prairie. 

These gentlemen farmers arrived 
dressed in the latest fashions of 
London. In their bags were din- 
ner suits, tennis flannels and crick- 
et uniforms, red coats for the fox 
chase. 

Four brothers, the Close boys, led 
the way, three of them members of 
the University of Cambridge varsity 
crew 70 years ago. Impressed by 
the fertile soil, unhampered by 
forests, they bought huge tracts in 
Crawford and Plymouth Counties 
and persuaded others to come. 


Fine First Year’s Crop Yield. 


The first year’s crop yielded ex- 
cellent incomes and. Englishmen 
continued to pour into the country. 

Capt. Moreton, once of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Navy, anchored far inland, 
started a farming school at which 
farming was taught for $600 to the 
young noblemen, known as “pups.” 

“The ‘pups’ were fine fellows, 
great sportsmen but terrible farm- 
ers,” Ed Dalton, banker and foot- 
ball player at Princeton with the 
class of ‘91, said. Often the “pups” 
unharnessed the farm teams and 
tore for a race. 

Free with money, they set a 
grand pace. Three salons were 
titled “The House of Common,” 
“The House of Lords” and “Wind- 
sor Palace.” An Irishman opened 
“The Commonwealth.” 

The Prairie Club was organized, 
and racing meets were sponsored. 
Racing drew thousands, and the 
title “Mr.” preceded names of 
. jockeys to denote that they were 

gentlemen riders and not profes- 
‘ sionals. 
Cricket, Polo, Tennis. ~ 

Cricket matches and polo were 
popular. 

“I used to go to one of the chap- 
pies house every Sunday and play 
tennis,” Dalton said. “Tennis in 
town on Sunday was a terrible sin 
in those days.” 

Old-timers love to recount the 
tale of a nobleman who went to 
town accompanied by his hounds. 
The hounds trailed their master 
into a drug store and wrecked the 
place. Without a word, the gallant 
whipped out his pocketbook and 
paid the damages. 

Another famous tale is that of 
the “up” who rode his horse into 
the “House of Lords” for a drink. 

Weddings were great occasions, 
the most noted being that of Fred 
Brooks Close to Margaret Humble 
which John Walter, M. P., propri- 
etor of the London Times, attended. 

Grasshoppers finally caused the 
colony to dwindle in the '90s, many 
seeking homes in Canada. 

Now the plight of the present 
farmers, think many students of 
the question in this area of agri- 
cultural. unrest, is due to expan- 
sion at prosperity prices and in- 
ability to sell out, as security hold- 
ers could, when deflation came. 

Prices for farm products are not 
much lower than they have been in 
some previous periods, but general 
costs are higher; likewise, there is 
a higher standard of living and 
debts were contracted under. soar- 
ing- land and commodity markets. 

Farms purchased and mortgaged 
on the basis of war prices for com- 
modities today are at a staggering 
discount. 


When Prices Went Tumbling. 


In the old days, the farmer pro- 
duced his crop from year to year, 
met mortgage and interest pay- 
ments, drove a modest car and kept 
to what was called the American 
standard of living. 

There were spasmodic protests 
against farm prices, as they started 
down, and resolutions backing the 
McNary-Haugen bill were passed 
at most farm meetings, but on the 
whole life was considered satisfac- 
tory. War prices for grains 
prompted expansion of acreage 
often achieved through a mortgage 
on the farm at the high values. 

When grain and meat prices went 
tumbling on the heels of the 1929 
crash, farm land prices contracted 
to a fraction of their war-time 
value. The farmer found himself 
producing crops he could not sell 
for their cost and swamped with 
pleas from bankers and other mort- 
gage holders to reduce loans. The 
rural expansion deflated as did that 
in securities. 

Instead of being able to meet 
these demands he could not pay 
operating expenses and interest, 
even by foregoing movies and a 
mew car. Worse than that, he 
could’not Wquidate his farm, his 
home, take a loss and wait for a 
better time. He held on and work- 
ed against the almost inevitable 
foreclosure. 

Occasional pleas for higher prices 
became an demand, in 


out the country, not all in conform- 
ity as to what relief should be had. 
Farmers Start Striking 


When these various pleas brought 
no surcease to the farmers with 
mortgages (about 45’ per cent of 
all farms), various groups of men 
in northwestern Iowa _ started 
strikes to withhold goods from the 
market until higher prices ohtained. 

Farmers picketed the highways 
and prevented shipment of prod- 
ucts. The practice died out, but 
enly after various clashes, in one 
of which R. D. Markell, Elk Point, 
S. D., trucker, was fatally wounded 
while trying to run a blockade dur- 
ing a Sioux City ([a.) milk war. 
This activity did not spread far 
from Sioux City, but was used in 
nearby corners of South Dakota, 
Minnesota and Nebraska. 

The calling of Sheriff's sales last 
winter to satisfy mortgages, inter- 
est and taxes brought a new kind 
of resistance. It spread further 
into several states. Either no bid- 
ders appeared or prospective bid- 
ders were advised it might be “un- 
healthy” for them to speak up. 

Foreclosed chattels were bid in 
by friends of mortgagors for a few 
cents. Many sales were prevented, 
agreements being reached later in 
some cases. 

National Guard troops were sent 
to Le Mars and Denison recently 
after Judge C. C. Bradley was ab- 
ducted by a crowd of farmers who 
threatened him with hanging unless 
he swore to uphold the constitution- 
ality of lowa’s new mortgage mora- 
torium laws in test cases pending 
before him. Bradley was choked 
into unconsciousness, but refused to 
take the oath.

as a result of a new shuttleless 
loom now being perfected. 

Besides beings able to réduce 


costs—inasmuch as one man will 
be able to operate six looms at 
once—the new invention is said to 
be able to weave a greater variety 
of patterns than any loom now in 
existence. 

In operation it is simple. Light 
rods of an aluminum alloy take 
the place of the shuttle, each rod 
being fitted with a gripper at the 
end. 

The gripper carries the woof half 
way across the warp and transfers 
it to the gripper of another rod 
which has come half-way across 
from the other side. The second 
rod then draws the thread across. 

Seven colors can be used in the 
woof of this shuttleless machine 
instead of the present maximum of 
four, and a weaker yarn can be 
used as the strain is less than in 
the ordinary shuttling.

One level tablespoonful gelatine. 

One-fourth cup cold water. 

One-half cup mayonnaise. 

One cup grated cheese. 

One and one-half cups 
prune pulp. 

One-half teaspoonful salt. 

One-fourth cup candied ginger, 
cut in very small pieces. 

Soak gelatine in cold water 
about five minutes and then dis- 
solve over boiling water which will 
make gélatine of liquid consisten- 
cy. Mix together cheese, mayon- 
naise and prune pulp, blending 
these three ingredients very thor- 
oughly. Add dissolved gelatine, 
salt and candied ginger and again 
mix together thoroughly.

Announcement F ollows 
Second Visit of Japanese 
Plane. Which Drops 
Warning Leaflets on City

PEIPING, May 12.—Chinese au- 
thorities moved swiftly today for 
the defense of Peiping after a sec- 
ond reconnaissance of the city by 
a Japanese war plane. } 

This plane, like that of yesterday, 
dropped handbills saying the Japa- 
nese were ready to extenu their 
attack to Peiping and Tientsin un- 
less the Chinese ceased armed re- 
sistance. 

Chinese anti-aircraft guns fired 
ineffectively at the plane. The plane 
flew directly over the American 
legation and quarters of 500 United 
States Marine guards. 

Chinese aviators, trained by 
Americans, are expected to give 


more flights over the city. 

Gen. Pao Yu-lin, director of pub- 
lic safety, said: “Peiping’s air de- 
fenses are perfected and will un- 
dertake extensive action if the 
Japanese visits continue.” 

To Protect Children. 

Authorities of Peiping schools 
planned concerted measures today 
for the safety of school children in 
event of attack. 

An official announcement said 
Japanese flyers again bombed a 
Chinese base hospital at Chihsien, 
40 miles east of here, today. Ten 
persons were reported killed, in- 
cluding a Red Cross secretary, an 
attendant and two patients. Twenty 
persons were injured.

ASSASSINATED BY 3 GUNMEN 


Petko Napetoff Recently Expelled 
Parliament; Slaying Laid 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, May 12—The 
anti-Communist campaign in Bul- 
garia was marked today by the as- 
sassination of Petko Napetoff, lead- 
er of the nation’s Communists. He 
was waylaid by three gunmen who 
escaped. 

An official report expressed the 
opinion that Napetoff “probably 
was killed by Mihailovists,” follow- 
ers of Ivan Mihailoff, leader of the 
movement for Macedonian inde 
pendence. Napetoff and other Com- 
munist Deputies recently were ex- 
pelied from Parliament by the Gov- 
ernment, and all Communists were 
excluded from elective office and 
the public employ.

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HERRIOT-DALADIER BREACH. 
OVER DEBT PAYMENT WIDENS 


Latter’s Government May Soon Be 
at Stake as Result of 
Issue. 

By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, May 12.—The life of the 
French Government my soon be at} 


stake in the fight between Premier 
Daladier and former Premier Her- 
riot over war debts payments to 
the United States. 

A wide breach between them, 
their pa say, has been 
caused by M. Herriot’s insistence 
that France pay the $19,000,000 in- 
terest overdue since Dec. 15, and 
the refusal of Daladier and the 
Cabinet to do so under present cir- 
cumstances. Daladier now is rep- 
resented in some quarters as will- 
ing to default the June 15 payment 
as the easiest means of avoiding be- 
ing caught between Herriot’s pop- 
ularity and the Chambers stub- 
bornness. 

The Premier, it is said, although 
he has instructed Ambassador de 
Laboulaye in Washington to con- 
tinue the debt negotiations, has al- 
1 .ost given up hope for getting sat- 
isfactory guarantees of a moratori- 
um from the United States— a con- 
dition the Caamber of Deputies has 
set up as a requisite to payment. 

Herriot began polite hostilities 
with an article in L’ere Nouvelle, 
saying it would be an “immense 
blunder” not to collaborate with 
President Roosevelt in the matter. 


ENGLAND TO MAKE REFORMS 
IN. ITS POLICE ORGANIZATION 


Inciting of Force to Subordination 
by Officers’ Federation Is 
Charged. 

Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 12.—The Govern- 
ment announced last night that the 
country’s police organization would 
be drastically reformed in accord- 
ance with recommendations made 
by Lord Trenchard, Commissioner 
of Police. . 

Lord Trenchard, in a recent re- 
port, to the Cabinet, charged that 
the police force was being incited tc 
insubordination by the police Fed- 
eration, which is technically a po- 
lice trades union: 

A Government “white paper” pro- 
poses sweeping changes in police or- 
ganization and administration, and 
especially advocates drastic curtail- 
ment of the time which police offi- 
cers be allowed to spend at meet- 
ings of the federation. 


Panama Defers Payment. 
By the Associated Press. 

PANAMA CITY, May 12—The 
Panama Government yesterday or- 
dered temporary suspension of the 
interest payment due May 15 on a 
$12,000,000 debts consolidation loan 
negotiated in 1928 with the Na- 
tional City Bank. A communique 
stated the Government was com- 
pelled to adopt the course owing to 
monetary conditions, and the pos- 
sibility of a considerable deficit 
during the coming month because 
of a continued decrease in revenue. 


Chicago Kain Record Broken.

CHICAGO, May 12.—It rained to- 
day for the twelfth consecutive day, 
an all time record for Chicago. 
More rain is forecast for tomorrow 
and maybe Sunday. Chicago has 
had 3.56 inches of rain in May, more 
than the normal railfall for the en- 
tire month.

Walking With the Bird Club.

1 HE average St. Louisan, to whom the 

sight of the robin, thrasher and jay 
is unusual, may be interested to know 
that members of the St. Louis Bird Club 
have been observing from 30 to 60 species 
of birds during the annual spring bird 
walks in Forest Park and Shaw's Gar- 
den. And at Creve Coeur Lake, they set 
@ record last Saturday by observing 109 


es. 

Schoolchildren and other guests who 
have gone on these walks have made the 
acquaintance of some of the outstanding 
characters of the bird world—the grim, 
gray shrike or “butcher bird,” that im- 
pales its victims on thorns and twigs; the 
cowbird, with mora! standards so low that 
it lays its eggs in other birds’ nests for 
them to hatch; the yellow-breasted chat, 
clown and mimic that jérks its teil up 
and down as it flies; the red-eyed vireo, 
whose incessant and rambling warble has 
won it the title of “preacher bird”: the 
purple finch, vagabond whose plumage is 
dull rosy red, despite its name; the white- 
breasted nutha acrobat that walke 
head downward on tree trunks and even 
roosts héed down, and many more such 
interesting characters. 

Fortunate indéed are the members of 
the St. Louis Bird Club with their know!l- 
edge of bird life, affording them a 
that costs nothing and — wen. 
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There are social and political values in the trial of 
Charles E. Mi which are of the utmost impor- 
tafice to the United Statés. | 

The New York banker is charged by the Govérn- 
ment with evading $858,429.68 in income taxes by 
resorting to a wash sale to his wife. Testifying be- 
forse a Senate committed, he admitted that in 1929 
he took an ostensible loss of $2,300,000 bf this strata- 
gem. That is, he “sold” stock before tha year closed; 
after the calendar changed, he “bought” it back 
again. It was a practice which resulted in an amend- 
mént to the income tax law by which such losses 
cannot be taken upon stock which the taxpayer has 
not possessed for at least two years. The law always 
assumed that such sales would be actual, and the 
charge agaihst Mitchéll is based upon this assump- 
tion. 

It is said that if Mitchell is guilty, a great many 
other people who did véry much the same thing will 
be in dange®t of prosecution. The practice of selling 
stocks to take a loss ahd then buying them back 
again has been very genéral. Until the two-year 
clause was put into the law, it was customary for 
people who buy stocks to follow this practice. The 
Mitehell case, if decided upon its merits, will there- 
fore establish a precedent of the greatest importance. 
It conceivably could be followed by numerous prosecu- 
tions and settlements. The Government might con- 
eéivably cofitent itself with declaring these evasions 
invalid and presenting its bill. 

The question at the bottom of the whole matter is 
how the Government could do other than it does. 
Suppose income tax payers were permitted to sell 
stocks just before the close of the year and then 
buy them back again after the first of the year. 
Would not the peeple who rig and manipulate the 
market use their power to depress it just before in- 
come tax returns are made and then raise it after 
they had bought their stocks back? 

To answer this question. let us turn to a historic 
incident of what has been called the great Hoover 
panic. It was related a year later hy Burton Rascoe 
in the New Republic. The panic began about 11 
o'clock on the morning of Thursday, Oct. 24, 1929. 
After the panic had been raging for nearly an hour, 
officials of four New York banks, summoned by 
Thomas W. Lamont, went into a huddle with him at 
the Morgan bank. At 1:15 that afternoon a floor 
trader for the Morgan firm bid 205 for 25,000 shares 
of U. S. Steel. | 

A moment before, Steel had been selling at 193%. 
Discovery that the bankers had moved to bolster the 
market had the effect of increasing prices all along 
the line. 

Friday morning Stee] opened at 207. The whole 
market steadied. There had been reassuring state- 
ments from the White House and the United States 
Treatury. The news carried stories that a big bank- 
ers’ consortium had been formed to support the mar- 
ket. Optimism was restored. There was a rally

which lasted throughout the day. The market went 


up, the bankérs got out, and then the crash came. | 


Lamont récalled the following January what had 
takéh place. To quote Mr. Rascoe: 

* He said, in effect, that the banks had saved 

themselves from closing their books that Thurs- 

day night “in the red,” and then let the market 
take care of itself. Six banks, on behalf of their 
subsidiary investment trusts, pledged $40,000,000 
each to “fill the air pockets”—that is, to create ⸗ 
market for the stocks which had been offered and 
hothing bid for them, and to bid up stocks which 
had dropped below their lending value at the 
ithe $100,000,000 of the pledged amount was 
used on rsday aftefnoon. With the buoyant 
market restored by these purchases, and by the 
reassurance of the President and others, the con- 
sortium quietly fed back into the market nearly 
all of the stock at a fair profit to themselves. 

. « . If the consortium had really wished to 

save the market as such, they Would have used 

some of thé $::40,000,000 on the following Monday. 

But, having saved themselves,/the banks dras- 

tically revised downward their estimates of the 

lending value of atocks. They passed the buck to 
the brokers, who, in turn, passed it to the public. 

Finally, the absurdity of the situation dawned on 

everybody, and the market fell flat on its face 

with an expiring gasp. 

The country learned’more about this sort of thing 
when the story of the Radio pool came out. Financial 
writers on the newspapers were bribed to circulate 
reports that the radio people had.an invention which 
would put the telephone and telegraph companies out 
of business. Indeed, manipulating the market is 
one of the easiest things Wall Street does. One of thé 
operators before the Sénate committee said: “The 
relation of the investing public to the stock market 
is pitiful.” 

It is fair that losses on stocks should be allowed 
on income tax returns; but the sale of these stocks 
must be actual. They cannot be temporary, but per- 
manent. Mitchell had a reason for not wishing to 
sell his stock outright. It was the stock of his 
own bank, and to have rid himself of it utterly would 
have placed him in a very embarrassing position. 

The outcome of the case will determine the sound- 
ness of the Government’s position. If the law is up- 
held, one of the greatest loopholes in the income tax 
system will be closed. It is these loopholes that 
have made our own income tax law so much less ef- 
fective than that of England. They also account in 
large measure for our difficulty in balancing the 
Federal budget. 

Much more than the fate of an individual is there- 
fore involved in the Mitchell trial. There aré also 
involved in it such great desiderata as the national 
credit and the obligations of wealth. Since the coun- 
try can never be secure while its credit is insecure, 
and since wéakh can never be made to discharge 
its trué obligation to the Government without an 
honest income tax, the outcome of the Mitchell case 
means much more to the country than it possibly can 


mean to Mitchell. 


NO FIXING. 

City Counselor Hay could not have selected a sub- 
ject of more fundamental importance to the admin- 
istration of justice in St. Louis than that which He 
discussed in his first public statement since assum- 
ing office. The police courts of the city are the courts 
which provide the average citizen’s contact with the 
judicial system. When Mr. Hay pledges himself to 
see that they are treated as courts and not as siéves 
for the distribution of special favors, he serves the 
cause of fair dealing and marks a course that can 
only heighten popular respect for law and order. 

Turning to the traffic ticket system, the new City 
Counselor promises that his office will have nothing 
to do with traffic cases other than to send them 
through the orderly channels for termination in the 
two police courts. Assistants in the office will handle 
the cases in court and listen to statements of extenu- 
ating circumstances, if such are in order, but that is 
all. Phone calls and visits to the legal department 
at the City Hall in behalf of dismissal will only také 
the offender’s time. Every defendant, no matter how 
influential, will be required to state his case at the 
Traffic Bureau or in court, Mr. Hay declares. 

The justice of this is obvious. The ticket system 
was devised as a cOmvenience to the public. Thanks 
to it, the automobile driver who commits a minor 
traffic violation and is arrested may take the police- 
man’s ticket and go about his business without delay. 
It makes a visit to the district headquarters unneces- 
sary. It obviates the need for bond. Those who abu 
this system by seeking to have their cases fixed dis- 
credit that which is to their own advantage. 

Moreover, as Mr. Hay said, the practice of inter- 
fering with the orderly processes of justice in traffic 
cases strikes a body blow at the effectiveness of the 
Police Department: The natural tendency is for the 
policeman who finds that many of his traffic arrests 
are disposed of out of court to become derelict in the 
performance of his duties. Thus, pérsons who ask 
such favors weaken the morale of the very group 
which they expect to protect life and property in the 
city. Few who follow through the implications of 
fixing will care to ask society to sacrifice so much. 

The people of St. Louis know that Charles M. Hay 
is a man of his word. They have every reason to be- 
lieve that his police court policy, which Mayor Dick- 
mann promptly indorsed, will be adhered to without 
exception. In the interests of safety and the reputa- 
tion of the cofirts—in their own interest—they should 
and will, we believe, give him wholehearted co-opera- 
tion. \ 
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AS MISSOURI DRINKS HER BEER. 

For more than a month, now, beer has been legally 
on sale in Missouri. On sale everywhere, one might 
almost say; hotels, restaurants, grocery stores, and 
the innumerable eating places that cater particularly 
to the automobile trade. The thirsty traveler can get 
a stein or a bottle of beer at the next corner, so to 
speak. There are few regulations. 

This Missouri plan for the salé of beer, if we may 
so call it, is ah engaging example of governmental 
common sense. The privilege accorded the people 
of exercising their own judgment is not being abused. 
Manufacturers and venders are o img the law, or, 
better still, perhaps, the “There is no 
incentive for anyone 
beer bootlegger, reputedly a problem in some states 
that have continued, in effect, the political espionage 
and irksome restrictions of prohibitién, has ceaséd 
frum troubling Missouri. 

‘By a sound policy, we have purgéd beer of every 
contraband trace. A wholesome, palatable beverige 
has been reinstated a6 @uch. As a matter of fact,

AN EXCELLENT HISTORY AWARD. p 

- There will be few if any dissents amohg American 
historians from the judgment of the Pulitzer prize 
committee that the best book on American history 
published last year was the late Frederick Jackson 
Turner’s “The Significance of Sections in American 
History.” Since the awards began, few books have 
so thoroughly qualified for this distinction. 

Forty years ago, in a memorable address before the 
American Historical Society, Prof. Turner, himself a 
son of the Wisconsin border, first-called attention 
to the passing of the frontier and emphasized its 
great influence on the course of the national life. 
Discoverer, so to speak, of the frontier, Prof. Turner 
also is to be credited with setting forth the true 
importance of sections and sectionalism. To him 
the section was a fundamental factor in our history. 
Indeed, as he saw it, American history began with 
the sectionalism of New England, a society rapidly 
differentiated from that of other sections, which soon.

Mr. Roosevelt’s attitude is 
shown in his recent railway message, wherein he 
said: “Our broad problem is to co-erdinate all agen- 
cies of transportation as to maintain adequate ser- 
vice.” The Interstate Commerce Commission has con- 
ducted lengthy investigations in the matter, and in 
April, 1932, advised limited Federal regulation of

The. Burning of the Books 


HE bonfires lighted in Germany by the 

Nazis have not, of course, destroyed all 

the books that displease the Minister of 
Propaganda and Public Enlightenment. 
They havé merely destroyed a few samples 
of those bodks. The invention of the print- 
ing press has made it forever impossible 
that any government, no matter how thur- 
ough-going, or that any new barbarian in- 
vasion, however destructive, should again 
extirpate any part of the intellectual heri- 
tage of mankind. There is no longer any 
danger that the body of learning will be 
mutilated as so much of the learning of the 
anciént world has been through fires and 
earthquake and carelessness and fanatic 
zeal. Of éach work too many copies exist, 
and they are too widely distributed. 

The bonfires are, as the Nazis have care- 
fully informed the world, meant to be sym- 
bolic. Noone will doubt it. They are in- 
deed highly symbolic. They symbolize: the 
moral and intéllectual character” of the 
Nazi regime. For these bonfires are not 
the work of schoolboys or mobs, but of the 
present German Government, acting 
through its Minister of Propaganda and 
Public Enlightenment. 


And what is it that they symbolize? Noth- 
ing less than the conviction of the present 
rulers of Germany that violence is the 
means by which human problems must be 
solved. Why, for example, do they burn 
with conspicuous 2¢@a] a book like Erich 
Maria Remarque’s “All Quiet on the Weat- 
ern Front’? That book has nothing to do 
with Communism or the Treaty of Ver- 
saillés or the Weimar Républic or the Jews. 
It is a novel which deals with the pitiable 
sacrifice of manhkind in war. It is thrown 
to the flames in the presence of the Minis- 
ter of paganda and Public Enlighten- 
ment as symbolic of the “awakening” of 
Germany. Awakening to what? Is it to 
peace and to conciliation and the making 
of a more just and orderly Europe, or is it 
to the conviction that the Nazi purposcs 
must bé achieved by fire and sword?

There is 
the danger, to put it plainly, that under the 
influence of mob feeling and the fumes of 
their own rhetoric, they will go mad and

How gréat this’ danger is no one can be 
certain, nor can one be quite certain as to 
just how far the hyste?ia will run. The 
hope that it will not run to the point of an 
éxplosion on the frontiers would seem to 
rest on two things: the strength of the 
French army and the persecution of the 
Jews. The French army will, for. the time 
being, restrain all those in Germany who 
have not taken complete leave of their 
senses. The persécution of the Jews, by 
satisfying the lust of the Nazis who feel 
they .must conquer somebody, and the cu- 
pidity of those Nazis who want jobs, is a 
kind of lightning rod which protects Eu- 
rope.

OF GERMANY, AUSTRIA) 


Hitler Envoy’s Visit to Rome 
Shows Where Two Brands 
of Fascism Differ. 


By the Associated 
ROME, May 12.—Where the 


Fascism of Mussolini and the doc- 
trine of Hitler meet and where they 
sever has been demonstrated by re- 
cent events here. 

Most of the points were cleared 
during the visits of Engelhert Doll- 
fuss, Chancellor of Austria; Franz 
von Papen, Vice-Chancellor of Ger- 
many, and Hermann Goering, right 
hand man of Hitler. 

The conversations of these men 
with Benito Mussolini showed that 
the programs for Italy’s black 
shirts and Germany's brown shirts 
conform in their concentrated na- 
tionalism, their desire to curb an 
overpowtrful France and their 
wish to see the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and other peace pacts re- 
vised. 

But they break absolutely on 
union of Austria with Germany. 

When Dollifuss took a plane here 
to return to Vienna he was all 
smiles. He had received Musso- 
lini’s assurance that Italy would 
firmly oppose any union. Dollfuss 
is against union now that Hitler 
is iu power, because he fears Aus-

The scene of the second episode 
is still laid in St. Louis and the 
time is most any afternoon 
groups of this same club gather at 
their svaanky clubhouse, 5428 Del- 
mar boulevard, to have tea, enter- 
tain their friends and discuss the 
cultural and intellectual side of life. 
For after 30 years it is a sign of 
achievement and ambition for a 
woman to have gone to college and 
they are justly proud to be the St.

“When we started this club back 
in 1901 eyebrows were raised over 
tea cups and the general consensus 
of opinion was, that it was just too 
sad, my dear, for girls to so far as 
to forget themselves as to actually 
advertise the fact that they had 
gone to college. And what was the 
younger generation coming to, my 
dear? Why, no man will want to 
marry a ‘blue stocking,” said Mrs. 
George Gellhorn, who as Edna 
Fischel, had just been graduated 
from Bryn Mawr and who was 
made the first president of the Col- 
lege Club of St. Louis. 

“In those days if a girl ever ex- 
pected to acquire a husband and a 
home of her own she had to be 
careful for the man must not know 
that she could even recite the al- 
phabet. But we moderns in long 
trailing skirts,. high necked shirt- 
waists and enormous hats fastened 
to high pompadours by eight-inch 
hat pins, braved the tea cup con- 
tingent and decided that it was 
high time that we organize the col- 
lege women, so we started the Col- 
lege Club of St. Louis.

Inflamed Veins 


NFLAMMATION of the veins, 
| or phlebitis (from the Greek 

phelps, meaning vein, and itis, 
indicating inflammation), is a dis- 
ease almost entirely limited to the 
lower extremities. 


In varicosed veins the pressure 
and blood stagnation are even more 
marked than in the normal veins, 
and hence they are particularly 
likely to develop phlebitis. 


Phiebitis is a frequent complica- 
tion of conditions which necessitate 
keeping the patient in bed for long 
periods. Listed among such cases 
are the puerperium or childbirth, 
the periods of convalescence follow- 
ing operation, fractures of the low- 
er limbs and medical cases which 
require prolonged bed care. 


Phiebitis may also develop § in 
certain individuals who are not 
bed-ridden. During pregnancy there 
may be pressure on certain of the 
large veins with the production of 
blood stasis and phlebitis. Injury 
to the leg or to a superficial vein, 
infections of the leg and certain 
specific diseases may also give rise 
to phlebitis. : , 

With these facts in mind a good 
deal of a prophylactic or preventive 
nature may be done to safeguard 
individuals, particularly those who 
are bedridden, against the develop- 
ment of phlebitis. 


The general rule is to avoid keep- 
ing the patient too long in one po- 
sition. Sleeping on the side at 
night, when the condition of the 
patient permits it, is desirable.
